LONG-RETIRED  AGRICULTURE  TECHNICAL  EDITOR  DIES  OF  HEART  ATTACK  ON  MARCH  5 

Grace  Waring  Martin,  97,  a retired  technical  editor  with  USDA,  died  of  a heart  attack  on  March  5 at 
Suburban  Hospital. 

Martin  was  a Washington,  D.C.  native,  but  received  a bachelor’s  degree  from  the  University  of  Wisconsin. 
She  began  working  for  USDA  In  1940  on  publications  for  the  Entomology  Research  Division  and  later  as  a 
home  economics  editor.  Martin  retired  from  USDA  in  1963. 


SUMMER  INTERN  PROGRAM  WILL  PROVIDE  800  JOBS  FOR  MINORITY  COLLEGE  STUDENTS 

USDA  has  identified  800  positions  to  be  filled  this  summer  by  students  from  colleges  and  universities  with 
high  minority  enrollments.  The  Summer  Intern  Program  provides  an  opportunity  to  work  with  experts  in  their 
field  of  study. 

Last  year,  more  than  500  students  from  the  17  historically  black  1890  land-grant  institutions  were 
employed  in  the  Program.  The  1991  Program  is  being  expanded  to  include  students  from  institutions  with  high 
enrollments  of  Hispanics,  Native  Americans,  Asians  and  persons  with  disabilities. 

At  least  22  USDA  agencies  will  be  providing  summer  jobs  at  locations  throughout  the  nation.  Jobs  include 
laboratory  aids,  bio-technicians,  fire  crewmembers,  computer  assistants,  and  engineering  aids.

Any  entry  arriving  after  that  date  must  be  postmarked  no  later 
than  October  25,  1991.

In  addi- 
tion, he  was  one  of  the  editors  of  NPC’s  weekly  newsletter  and  a club  photographer. 

He  was  active  in  the  Jewish  Community  Center  of  Washington  as  a volunteer  editor  of  its  publication.
